The resignation of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith caused no surprise In well 
Informed circles, though It had been 
supposed he would not leave the cab- 
inet till after New Year's. 


Were Warm 
Friends 


The president accepted Mr. Smith's 
resignation with great reluctance. Al- 
though the two men fcnew little of 
each other before last September, the 
three months In which they have been 
brought into close association have 
made them warm friends, with great 
icspcct and admiration 
for 
each 
other's good qualities. 


The president has given Mr. Smith 


lull sway In his department and has 
consulted him about general matters 
of policy. 
Mr. Roosevelt endeavored 
to Induce Mr. Smith to withdraw his 
resignation, but Mr. .Smith explained 
that he circumstances were such as 
to make It necessary for him to re- 
turn to Philadelphia. 
The Presi- 


dent asked him If he would not wlth- 
iiold It for a time, but Mr. Smith was 
unable to do this. 


Choice Not a Surprise 


Mr. Payne's appointment of post- 
master general created no surprise 
because his close relations with Prca 
lden{. Roosevelt have been understood 


The greatest Interest, however, has 


been manifested In the retirement of 
the first cne of Preslden. McKinley's 
official family from the cabinet owing 
to the belief that his will Inevitably 
lead to other changes in the near fu- 
ture. 


Henry C. Payne.Is Pcpular 
Mr. Payne's appointment as post- 


ruaster general gives general satisfac- 
tion not only because nt- Is extremely 
popular personally, but also because 
he Is better fitted for the position of 
postmaster general so far as experi- 
ence goes than any. man who has held 
the position for generations, with the 
poslble exception of Mr. James 
of 
New York. 


Mr. Payne was postmaster at, Mil- 
waukee for ten years, serving under 
Grant. Hayes. Garfield. Arthur and 
Cleveland. 
In that period. 
from 


1S70 to 1886. he had ample opportuni- 
ty to learn thoroughly the business of 
the postofflce department. 
He goes 


into the ofllce thoroughly 
equipped 


from a civil service point of view and 
besides that has always been an ac- 
tive political manager. 


On National Committee 
' 
For twenty years or so he has been 


& member of the republican -national 
committee and during each campaign 
served In nn executive capacity, so his 
nrqualntanco with public men Is ex- 
traordinarily large. 
Great stress Is 


laid on the fact also that Mr. Payne 
has developed great executive abili- 
ty as president of the 
Milwaukee 
Electric railroad, light companies, and 
telephone companies. 


Mr. Payne was selected for the same 


position. It is said. In Mr. McKlnley's 
Ihst cabinet, but was not appointed 
because of various labor troubles in 


• Milwaukee which 
happened to be 
acute nt that time.

IS A LARGE ONE 


One Million BusKels 
Gathered 
in 


1001—Industry Involves Large 


Capital; Employs- Many. 


One of the notable successes • of 


IDOl Is tho cranberry Industry; for, 
when tile last of the yield-was picked 
nn aggregate of one million bushels 
v.-as reached. By comparing this with 
the yield of 1900—BG9.000 bushels— 
tbe success stands revealed. 


Tho cranberry- Is as closely allied 
to tho Christmas dinner as the holl,- 
to the Christmas tree; but of the mil- 
lions who enjoy the tart berry, few 
know how It Is cultivator.. 
The ber- 
ries are grown In bogs that cost from 
$300 to $500 per acre. 
The soil 
In 


which they nourish is composed 
of 


peat, and clean, .sharp sand, the lat- 
ter being absolutely essential to 
a 
healthy growth. 


The bush on which tho berries ap- 
pear grows to bo about six Inches 
high-and every year-It puta 
out 
"runners," that, in .urn take root and 
form new bushes; so that when a bog 
first becomes productive, five years 
from tho time of Its beginning, It is 
thickly covered with bushes. 


This growth Is -accentuated by 
a 
system of Irrigation that keeps 
the 
tog water soaked, though not to such 
a degree as to cause anything like a 
liquid state. 
The Irrigation plan is 


most useful as a protection against 
Frost; for when the grower believes 
a frosty night is at hand he opens 
the iloodgates and allows the water to 
overflow the bog. until It Is from eigh- 
teen to twenty-four Inches over ber- 
ry and bush. 
The next morning the 


bog Is drained and the fruit picked. 


The picking process Is a simple one. 


it consists 
In placing the fingers, 


slightly spread, beneath a bush, and 
.hen, by nn upward movement, raking 
.he bush clean of Its fruit. By means 
of a winnowing machine the berries 
iro freed from dirt and leaves. New 
York City nflone consumes 250,000 
jiisliola of cranberries every chrlst- 
mas season.

It is a breech 


loader," and is held down to Its place 
in the stock by an Iron ring which 
tildes back and forth. 
The firing 


piece is an ordinary ten penny wire 
nail which runs through a hole 
In 


tho maple stock. 
The hammer Is a 


flat steel spring, which is drawn back 
and catches on a notched piece 
of 


iron. 


When 
the native tries to shoot 


he presses down on the Iron catch In- 
stead of pulling the trigger, this re- 
leases the spring which drives the 
nail against the cap, causing a dis- 
charge. 
The whole machine Is ex- 


tremely primitive, but when they hap- 
pen to hit a soldier at close range 
\vlth one of them It generally puts 
him qut. 


The bullets are made of pieces of 


three-eights 
inch Iron bolts 
ham- 


mered down to a point en one end 
nnd do terrible execution If they hap- 
pen to hit. 
According to Mr. Clark tho United 
States government has most of the 
good rifles and pistols that Were In 
possession of the natives, and they aro 
c'.rlvcn to "make all sorts of shifts to 
got fire arms. 
The United States 


fculdiers would much rather fight a 
body of" natives armed with firearms 
tlmn a lot armed with the bolo, or 
rhlllpplno knife. 
The riflemen ne- 


ver take sight and always shoot high, 
but the knife men arc fanatics and 
will keep coming on until they arc all 
Killed trying to get a chance to use 
their knives.

Wisconsin was one of the 
flrst states to take up thla new motive 
power and apply 
It to Inter-urban 


'transportation problems, and It bids 
lulr to assume the position of leader 
In this new application of electrical 
power In the west. 
There are today ninety-one miles 


of Inter-urban roads In the state op- 
erated by electricity. 
In addition to 


this there are 155 miles projected, 
vhlch will be constructed next year 
Then scores or- miles more are con' 
templated. All of tills Is In the south 
«?rn portion of the state. 
To make 


inter-urban roads return > dividends 
a populous country Is necessary. Lit 
tie towns or hamlets scattered along 
at short Intervals connecting with the 
litrgcr cities Is the first thing that the 
promoters cf electric lines look for 


• With that as a foundation they feel 


sore that In time the dividends will 
be commensurate with the financial 
outlay. 
The northern part of the state has 


thus far heard little of electrical roads 
URVO In the largo cities. 
But that 


part of the slate Is settling up rapid- 
ly and It Is only a few years when 
electric roads will begin to spread out 
In every direction In that section as 
well as In the southern and older 
settled portion of the state. 


New Road IB Planned. 


Over In the central portion of tho 


state a new line will be built next 
season, which will connect Madison 
with Janesvllle. touching "the cities 
In between. 
This Is one of the most 


populous portions of the atate. and 
the line Is certain to become one ol 
the most valuable properties of Its 
kind. 
While the present plans 
of 


those back of the road do not contem 
plate any 'further extensions. It IB 
reasonable to suppose that this 
or 


another company will push out It 
the direction of Belolt only ten miles 
away. 
Very soon after the main line 
Is completed. 
This would 'bring It 


to the state line, where It would be 
easy to connect with an Intenirban 
line extending up through 
Harvard 


and other cities from Chicago. 


All thla goes to show that within 


the next three or four years all the 
southern portion of Wisconsin
